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LAWS OF THE STANNARIES 
OV CORNWALL. 






Comtoall^ (to wit) At a Convocatlba 
of four and twenty stannators, or Parliament 
of tinners assembled, and held in, and for the 
Stannaries of Cornwall, at Truro in the said 
county of Cornwall, the twenty-fifth day of 
August in the twenty-sixth year of the reign 
of our sovereign Lord Gdorge the Secoiid, 
by the grace of God, of Great Britain, France 
,and Ireland, King, Defender of the Faith, 
'*'and so forth ; and in the year of Our Lord 
one thousand seven hundred and fifty-two, 
before John Hearle, Esq. Vice- Warden of 
the said Stannaries, by the direction of the 
Right Hon. James Earl Waldegrave, Lord 
Warden of the Sta»naries of Cornwall and 
Devon, by virtue of*His Majesty's commis- 
sion under his privy seal to his Lordship for 
that purpose directed, bearing date at his 
palace at Westminster, the fourteenth day df 
July then last past, and x^ontinued by several 
adjournments to the eleventh day of Sep- 
tember in the twenty-seventh year of his 
^aid M^sty's rei|g^. *

Whereas there have been, in former con- 
vocations held for the stannaries of Cornwall, 
mjihy laws and constitutions made and en- 
acted for the better government of the said, 
stannaries ; and whereas the original records 
of some of the said laws and constitutions 
have been by various accidents lost or de- 
stroyed, whereby great inconveniences may 
in process of time arise to his Majesty, or' 
Lord Duke of Cornwall's revenue, and the 
said stannaries. And whereas, particularly in The sevmi laws

a convocation held for thfe said stannaries at madcraxjauncs 
Lostwythiel in the twenty-second year of the ^' 
reign of our late sovereign Lord King James 
the First, before William Coryton, Esq. Vice-

lain of His Majesty's Household, and Lord 
Warden of the Stannaries of Devon and 
Cornwall ; which convocation consisted of

The several wholesome laws and constitu* 
tions following, were declared and enacted : 

<. An libertitt, (Viz.) We do in the first place order, con- 
to^l^hts^Md stitute, and ordain, in all we lawfully may, 
freedoms, not that thc ancicnt liberties, privileges, customs, 

contrary to law, .- i/'i x *■ /> ^ « I 

to be kept and Hghts, and irecdoms heretofore granted and 
observed. confirmed by the King's Majesty's Royal 
Progenitors the Kings and Queens of this 
realm to the tinners, together with all other 
freedoms and lawful customs time out of 
mind used in the stannaries of Cornwall, and 
not contrary or repugnant to the laws and 
statutes of this realm, are to be kept and 
observed. 

t. Biowerj* 2. In the like manner, we present, order 

tiS^'oS'^ntity and appoint, that the owners of blowing- 
of forty ihiiiings. houscs in cvcry stannar}% or one of them, or 
their deputies, shall twice every year, at the 
law-court days, give unto the steward of the 
same stannaries, the names respectively of 
such blowers as they shall entertain to blow 
in their houses, upon pain of forfeiture, for 
every such offence, forty shillings.

mixture whatsoever, viz. by mixing it with 
hastr metal than tin, and to deal justly with 
every man as near as they can, and to bring 
into the court twice yearly, a true note in 
Writing, signed with the signs of the owners 
of the blowing-houses, or some of them, or 
their deputy, certifying the just number 
of pieces, slabs, or spoonfuls of tin above a 
pound weight, which have been blown from 
the first of May unto the fifteenth day of 
October inclusive. The second certificate to 
contain aH tin blown from the fifteenth of 
October to the last day of April inclusive 
yearly, together with the names of the men 
ft>r whom the said tin hath been blown, upon 
pain of forfeiture to the Lord-Prince, for 
every default therein, five pounds. And that 
the owner* of every blowing-house shall sign 
the said Wower'd certificate being requiired 
thereunto, upon payment of the like forfeit- 
tire. Provided, if any new blower be admitted 
or permitted into service of any blowing- 
house, that then the said blower be sworn as 
aforesaid, at the next court, after the house 
do leave work, upon pain of forfeiting five 
pounds.

pear by oath, confession, or due proof, before 
the Vice-Warden made thereof, the same tin 
being above the weight of one pound, where- 
by the Lord-Prince shall be .defrauded of his 
custCNDS, shall pay a fine to the Prince for 
such his offence, to the full value of the tin 
so conveyed, bought or sold, besides the 
forfeiture of the said tin so uncoined itself. 
Or if the said tin shall be seized upon, every 
one that shall be found accessary, aiding, or 
abetting thereunto, shall forfeit and pay to 
the Lord-Prince th^ee pounds, and also every 
of the said offenders to be further punished 
at the discretion of the Lord- Warden or 
Vice- Warden, according to the quality of 
his offence ; and if the tin is so far conveyed 
away, as to be past seizure, that then the 
seller, if he has received his price for the

ers not working, and one by the steward of 
the stannary-court within which the work is; 
and in such case upon non-entry upon warn- 
ing, the $et made by most part of the owners, 
shall be good and available against the other 
copartners.

The several wholesome laws and constitu- 
tions following were declared and enacted, viz.

by melting into, or by ca^ng or hiding 
within, the body of tile block of tin any

Michaelmas, 4 Eliz. Touching allowing 
or disallowing writs of error, concerning 
causes determinable in the Stannary Courts 
in Cornwall, was, by order of the Lord 
Chancellor, referred to the Master ofthe Rolls, 
and the two Justices : whereupon, hearing 
council learned on both sides, and on con- 
^ideration of the antient customs, liberties 
and charters, they made their report, that 
they did not think it convenient, that any 
writs of error should pass, or be suffered to 
reverse any judgment or execution there 
depending. 

The same case was depending in the Star 
Chamber, Mich. 7 Eliz. where the bill was 
dismissed and an order made referring the 
proceedings on the judgment to the order of 
the Stannary Court, according to divers cus- 
toms and liberties ratified by several acts of 
parliament. — By which it appears that in ease 
there be any complaiht for defect of justice, 
the same is to be referred in several degrees, 
first to the Steward, then to the Vice- Warden, 
and from him to the Lord- Warden, and for 
default of justice at his hands, to the Prince's 
privy council ; and not examinable here or 
in any other court.
